because Applicant is seeking clarification of the rejection stated in the Office Action and an 

opportunity to discuss the prior art which is not believed to teach or suggest the presently 

claimed invention. Focusing on claim 1, Applicant would like to discuss the following points: 

o Which elements in Fish (U.S. Pat No. 6,035,294) specifically are believed by the Examiner 

to correspond to the claim terms: 

"query," "obtaining a query " and "set of one or more properties'* from the "obtaining a 
query" paragraph of the claim; 

"item in the collection" from the "obtaining a result" paragraph of the claim; and 

"third set of properties common to the first set . . . and the second set of one or more 
properties" from the next-to-last paragraph of the claim- 

o Where or how Fish describes "the distance function determines a distance between the query 

and an item in the collection based on the number of items in the collection that are 

associated with all of the properties in the third set of properties," as asserted at page 3 of the 

Office Action. Applicant has reviewed the cited portions of the Fish specification but does 

not believe that Fish discusses determining "a distance between the query and an item in the 

collection" as claimed. 

o Where or how Fish describes or suggests the combination of elements described in the claim, 
including "obtaining a query composed of a first set of one or more properties," "an item in 
the collection having a second set of one or more properties," "determining a third set of 
properties common to the first set of one or more properties and the second set of one or 
more properties," and "applying a distance function" that "determines a distance between the 
query and an item in the collection based on the number of items in the collection that are 
associated with all of the properties in the third set of properties."
